A THBiLLtjfG- INCIDENT OF THE STOHM.— 


Thursday of last week will be remembered 
as the severest of tho winter by every one, 
and by railroad men as one of severe and 
continued hardship.

Tt» Illinois Banking Law. 


The legislature of Illinois has just pass- 


ed an amendment to its banking- law. 
The 


principal provisions are as follows: The 
banks are to deposit Illinois state stocks as 
security for their circulating notes, and to 
have agencies for the redemption of their 
bills either at Chicago or Springfield, at the 
rate of three-quarters of one per cent, dis- 
count until Jan. 1st, 1862, and one-half of 
on'j per cent, discount after that date. Ev- 
ery bank of issue must keep a bond fide 
cash capital of $25,000 in its vaults, and 
no bank shall be organized ic any town hav- 
ing less than 1,000 inhabitants, unless such 
town be a county seat. Ample provision is 
made for the winding up of banks failing 
to comply with the demands of the law, and 
for guarding the state and the public against 
fraud and imposition. 
The amended law 


will inspira greater co..iidence in Illinois 
currency.

JMESSRS. EDITORS .—Having an entiie 


hour of leisure to myself, and being seized 
with.an..irresistible fit of "caecefhes scri- 
bcndi,': like John at Patmos, I write; but 
unlike him my writing does not carry with 
it authority from above, or even respect 
here below, yet I write. Although inspired 
with both hope and confidence, I will not 
presume to enter upon the broad field of 
prophecy or conjecture even, but simply, as 
one .of .the watchmen on, the ramparts of 
liberty, sound forth Ihe cry that "At.r'b 
WELL, ' 


Haying accompanied 'Mr. Lincoln thus 


far on his tour to the cajpitol, marked well 
his speeches and'noted his conversation; 
noted their effect upon the vast crowds that 
have everywhere greeted him, and being 
enabled to mix freely with and ascertain 
correctly the feelings of the prominent men 
of the different places which we have visit- 
ed, I am fully satisfied that Mr. Lincoln 
will adhere to the principles of the 'Chicago 
platform, and that the people will sustain 
him in it. 


Some there are wlio never cared for prin- 


ciples, that now are willing to accept of 
any terms ; others who, no doubt were hon- 
est and very zealous, but lack the back- 
bone to resist the semi-secession cry of 
compromise, have surrendered ; like gal- 
vanized toads they gave two or three spas 
modic leaps, and all was over ; still, thej 
are not a numerous class, and when you 
get down to the foundations of the party— 
tha industrial classes—they are as sound as 
a nut. I make it a point of duty to mix in 
the crowd as much as possible, and learn 
the sentiment of the people where we stop, 
and of the tens and hundreds of .thousands 
that have come forth to meet us, I have not 
heard the word "compromise" mentioned 
except with loathing and disgust. 


This feeling is iiot confined to republi 


cans only, but democrats assert roundly 
that the issue wag fairly made, and as we 
won it, it is Mr. Lincoln's bouudeu duty to 
shape his policy by it and carry out the 
principles of the platform on which he was 
carried into office. 


The "Union and the Constitution" is the 


cry, and.it would have done your very souls 
good to have witnessed the wild enthusiasm 
elicited yesterday at one of the places al 
which-we stopped, Dunkirk," I believe. A 
platform had been erected close to the 
track, with the stars ar.d stripes planted or 
either end.

val at Pittsburg. There it rained in tor 
rents, and to add to our discomfort, we wer< 
detained by a freight train getting off th' 
track, for two hours, which brought us then 
after dark. 


Just imagine forty or fifty thousand men 


women and children, horses carriages, carts 
soldiers, policemen and fire engines jam 
med into an almost impenetrable and disor 
genized mass, and then think of gettin, 
through it from the cars to the Monongabe 
la House, with the narrow streets of Pitts 
burg, after dark and the rain pouring dow 
as if it were its last effort. 


At Cadiz Junction, between Cohimbu 


and Pittsburg, we were entertained by a la 
dy—Mrs. Judge Jewett—who treated Mr 
Lincoln and his party to a most sumptuou 
dinner. 
The judge himself is a rnbid dem 


ocrat, whilst his wife is an ardent republ 
can and a splendid woman ; long may sh 
wave. I shall hold her and her dinner i: 
grateful remembrance for years to come. 


I just learned yesterday why Mr. Lincol 


looks so much better than his pictures rap 
resent him. At Westfield, he told them 
that he last summer received a letter from 
a young lady of that place, he had forgotte 
her name, saying to him that her fathe 
and brother had just returned from Chica 
go and brought a picture of him, and tha 
she thought he had better let his bear 
grow and raise whiskers ; and says he, 
have taken her advice and let them grow 
and now," said ho, " if that young lady i 
present, I should be pleased to soe her."— 
Sha was present and was introduced to him 
on the stand, whereupon he gave her a righ 
hearty kiss on her cheek, which pleased th 
crowd mightily, and did not offend her muc 
I noticed.

The committee "had arranged th 
military in two files, leaving a space aboi 
six feet wide between, for the president ele 
and his party to pass from the cars to th 
carriages, but the moment he got with!

arm severely crushed, and several boys, 
understand, were injured. The enthusiasm 
is unprecedented, even in this enthusiast!

gnashed their"teeth..with. rage.at.the hqno 
thus done to- "Old Abe.". 


We leave to-morrow morning at 6 p'eloe 


for Albany, thence to New York, Trenton 
Philadelphia, JIarrisburgh, and Washing 
ton, arriving there next Saturday. Sno 
fell here last night about three.or.four'incl 
es deep; it is the first. I have seen sine 
crossing the Illinois river.

There was something very different from 


;he mere excitement of sight-seaing in the 
heartfelt enthusiasm with which the vast 
concourse of our people greeted Mr. Lin- 
coln yesterday. It was the uprising of a 
confident hope in him as a sign of the de- 
livery of the government from treachery, 
imbecility and rascality ; and of its recon- 
struction from the anarchy which has dis- 
graced this great people in the eyes of the 
whole world. The people of the north have 
endured the humiliation and, destruction ol 
this government with indignation, not loud, 
but deep enough, if let loose, to make a 
torrent that would sweep secession into the 
Gulf of Mexico, because they believed that 
the redemption of the government by peace- 
able means was close at hand. 
No day was 


ever so longed for by 20,000,000 of people 
as this coming fourth of March. Bondman 
never so longingly counted the days to his 
promised emancipation as have the people 
of the north the days to that time when the 
nation would be emancipated from the folly 
robbery, imbecility, premeditated treason, 
and treacherous negotiations with rebellion, 
which have demoralized, humiliated, anc 
broken down the government of this gr«at 
Republic, until in the whole world there is 
no government too poor and weak to scof 
at ours.

The meeting at the court room last eve- 


ning vwas one of the largest ever held in 
Janesville. 
The audience was composed, 


to a very great extent, of ladies, and in 
point of intelligence would compare favor- 
ably with the like number of people in any 
place. 


Mr, Sheldon spoke for two hours, the au- 


dience listening with interest^to the last, 
and when' he proposed to conclude, insist- 
ed npon his going on. The address was 
mainly a'plain-and truthful statement oi 
facts in .his .own southern experience, and 
the conclusions naturally resulting from 
those facts. Mr. S. evidently made no ef- 
fort to tickle the ears of the crowd,—he 
studiously avoided everything of the kind, 
but with a constant check upon himself to 
prevent any over-statement he now and 
then evinced a depth of feeling and power 
of expression which thrilled through the 
crowd, and elicited the heartiest applause. 
He demonstrated the existence of the irre- 
pressible conflict, and showed that it was 
generally recognised by southern leaders; 
and while he favored the Union, he advised 
against compromise, claiming that the peo- 
ple of the north had done no wrong, and 
insisting whether the Union was saved or 
lost, it was the duty of the people of this 
country to stand by the constitution as itis, 
and to prevent the extension of slavery one 
foot. 


Upon the whole, the effect of the meet- 


ing was good, calculated to afford much in- 
formation that is not so easily and pleasant- 
ly obtained in any other way. Mr. S. im- 
pressed us as a man of great earnestness, 
truthfulness and courage. If we were to 
criticise his address at all, we should say 
he seemed too much afraid of being sus- 
pected of exaggeration and caricature, and 
thus kept back and repressed a great many 
things which he evidently conld say if he 
•would. We would say to him as the boy 
aaid to the molasses—" let her run." 
We 


are sure, however, that he intended to say 
something worth remembering, and he did. 
We are glad to have heard him, and can 
•afely commend the spirit and manner of 
his address throughout.
